Production has consisted chiefly of aluminum and magnesium form castings. The 
total yearly output of light metal castings amounts to approximately 2,000 — 
2,5CO tons. The plant was recently enlarged by the expansion of a Siemens- 
Martin 3teel foundry which, with its present two oil-burning furnaces, w ill be 
able to produce 500 tons monthly. The foundry makes an essential contribution 
to the raw material situation of the DDR through its manufacture of 300 tons of 
supplementary synthetic iron (synthetisches Zusatzeisen). This iron, made from 
scrap and cast-metal scrap with small additions of ferro-alloys, is used to 
supply the demand for crude iron; but it is not liked by the foundries because 
of its brittleness (low tensile strength).
